McGILL SPIRIT ON ITS WAY TO THE WHEATLANDS

Trains rolling into Sukatchewan 
from the east In the past few days 
have brought several thousand har< 
vest workers into the province, a 
•peedy and welcome awwer to Ihe 
appeal {or help voiced by Hon. R. 
3. M. Parker, acting minister of 
agriculture. Mr. Parker has quite 
fittingly expressed his appreciation 
of the steps taken to help meet the 
emergency on the wheat farms of 
the province. 

Saskatchewan is indeed grateful 
to all who have helped make this 
wartime harvest excursion possible, 
from Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, who 
acted quickly when he received Mr. 
Parker's plea for aid, right down 
to the last university man and farm 
lad to ^come into the province. Mr. 
Parker, in his request for assbtance, 
atressed the emergency nature of 
his appeal, and the promptitude 
with which the movement of work- 
ers from the east was planned and 
executed is a tribute to the rail- 
ways which so speedily brought 
them west, as well as to the spirit 
of the, men who have ' volunteered 
for this arduous work on the wheat 
farms of Saskatchewan. 

First to arrive were the univcr- 
■ity students, from the French- 
Canadian universities of Quebec, 
University of Montreal, Laval and 
Ij^ola, at well as from McGill, 
Maedonald and Bishops* College, in 
Quebec, and the Ontario universi- 
ties of Queens, Toronto, McMaster 
■nd Western. Mr. Parker had a 
special word of thanks for the 
presidents of these institutions ot 
learning, who had made it possible 
for many hundreds of students to 
come west Of the students thcm- 
■elves he said: "Contrary to the ex- 
pectations of many, the young men 
from the universities have taken to 
the harvesting work wonderfully 
well and will make a very excellent 
iob of it." 

Now many ot these young east-, 
erners, from the farms and the uni» 
versities, will be going through the 
ditfieult . experience .;.of adjusting 
themselves tfli conditions which will 
l>e new and strange to them. Some, 
not accustomed to the rigorous regi- 
men of the farm, will find their 
tasks hard, the hours long. Some ot 
the university men may not be in 
.the best of physical condition after 
■everal weeks at their studies. 
Others, from the eastern farms, will 
take to the new life like ducks to 
water. Mr. Parker has asked Sns- 
katchewan farmers to show the 
greatest consideration to all these 
harvesters, emphasizing that most 
of the students have had little farm- 
ing experience, but that they are 
good workers and if given a chance, 
will learn quickly. 

There Is little doubt that In the 
majority of cases Mr. Parker's 
counsel will not be needed, because 
most Saskatchewan farmers realize 
they are lucky to get any help at 
all. and that It is up to them to treat 
with all due courtesy these 
"strangers within their gates." They 
will Instruct them in the' mysteries 
of Saskatchewan wheat farming, 
and not expect the impossible from 
them In the matter of a day's work 
until they have found their feet 
Thev will discover that in a re- 
markably short time, most of these 
men will be capable of doing a full 
day's work, western farm style. 
They should remember that these 
harvest workers have been brought

Hay-fever Drives Student 
Home From Saskatchewan 



No Delay in Getting 
From Regina to Job 
With Gennan Farmer 



In an interview last night a third 
year Arts student told of the "un- 
fortunate attack • of hoy^fever" 
which caused his premature return 
from the "promised land" of Sas- 
katchewan. ; ' ■ ' 

The student came back on the 
same type of colonist-coach used to 
transport the 400-odd McGllt men. 
He was in company with a 12th 
year Baron Byng student, whose 
return was due to a sore shoulder. 

This student farmer along with 
some other McGill students did not 
have a long wait in Regina, as had 
been prophesied by "Zeke" at the 
Moyse Hall meeting called by Dr. 
James two weeks ago. They were 
Immediately bundled Into a triick 
and driven to Dysait, sixty-two 
miles north of Regina. There three 
ot them got a job with a German- 
speaking family. The farmer's wife 
couldn't even speak English. 

Though they only got up at 8 
o'clock' in the morning they found 
their first-day -very fatiguing. The 
second day they again got up 
"rather late for harvesters," at 7.30 
a.m., because the farmer was 
slaughtering a pig. The dead, ani-

Queen Meds ProtestAcceptance 
Of Ford ConnelVs Resignation

The medical students of Queen's 
University in a mass meeting held 
on Monday, passed a resolution pro- 
testing the acceptance, ot Dr. Ford 
Connell's resignation as Professor 
of Medicine. It was claimed by the 
students that the loss ol "a first- 
rate clinical man" would reflect on 
the quality ot the . University's war 
effort, especially in view of the 
university's policy ot not making 
permanent appointments in war- 
time. Thus, according to the stu- 
dents, It would be difficult to find 
an "adequate replaeemeni" ^ -' . 

According to the telegram re-^ 
celved from Queen's Journal, the 
resignation It said to have been 
tendered because Dr. Connell, as 
acting head of the department of 
clinical medicine, felt that he was 
not receiving "co-operation" in the 
matter ot the appointment ot a 
competent assistant, and ot his own 
promotion to permanent head of 
the department. 



The telegram further stated that 
word of the resignation was first 
heard on Friday night. On Saturday 
a petition, bearing the signatures 
ot over ninety per cent, of the stu- 
dents in clinical years, was pre- 
sented to the Board of Trustees, 
asking that the. resignation not be 
accepted. It was alleged that the 
Board of Trustees accepted the 
resignation without consulting the 
Advisory Board of the Faculty. 

Tlie Queen's Journal goes on to 
say in . its despatch that medical 
students -dalm the' right to express 
their opinion in thi^ matter "as be 
ing most directly affected by the 
quality of their teaching staff." 
was hoped that "the authorities 
may reconsider" the whole matter, 

The mass meeting at which the 
medical students passed their reso- 
lution ot protest against the policy 
of the University authorities, was 
stated to have been held "in 
camera" on Monday.

"No greater honor can be paid to the 
memoty of my son than to have His ffreatest 
composition played by à great orchestra 'under 
the genius of your baton; Millions of Ano'leans, 
I am sure, will be listening to the Rhapsody 
in Blue when the NBC Symphony Orchestra 
opens another epochal season on November 1. 
Best wishes." • 

So telegraphed Mrs. Rose Gershwin, mother 
of the late George Genhwin, to Maestro Arturo 
Toseanlni today. 

With the receipt of the message, Toseanlni 
revealed that he has chosen an all-Amerlcan 
program for his initial broadcast concert of 
the 1912-43 seasrà on Sunday, November 1 
(NBC) 8:00 ^ 6:00 pjn., EWT) which marks 
the launching '^^tt|e..liftb season of the NBC 
Symphony'Orch«tni— the musical organization 
that was formed on the occasion of his recall 
from retirement in 1937. And it wIU be slgnl-, 
f leant that "Gershwin's famous Rhapsody in 
Blue— to many observers the greatest worJr 
that has come out of Tin Pan Alley— will top 
his autumnal 'kilocycle debut v 

This will be Toscanini's first rendition of a 
work ho long admired. It win highlight the 
aU-Amodcan tqieolng' ,;biU ' .which locludos 



Charles Loeffler's Memories of My Childhood, 
Paul Creston's Chorlc Dance No. 2 and Morton 
Gould's Lincoln Legend. The last two works 
will be premiere performances. 

In announcing details of' the opening 
Toseanlni concert, Ntles Trammel!, NBC presi- 
dent, declared that it is not for mere novelty— 
but in appreciation of a great work by a great 
American— that the maestro Is Including the 
Gershwin masterpiece In ^he first concert. 
Said Mr. Tranunell: 

"Ever since the moment of its first perform- 
ance in old Aeolian Hall by Paul Whiteman 
eighteen years ago, the work has been accepted 
as a classic It was hailed then and it is hailed 
now. But time has proved tiiat It Is no mere 
novelty and in presenting It on his opening 
program, ToicaninI is fulfilling a long-felt de- 
sire to pay tribute to the American genius. And 
in the presentation of the work by the NBC 
Symphony Orchestra under the baton of this 
great conductor, the network is proud to add 
its own tribute to the work of a, great Amer- 
ican composer whose early death' In 1937 is still 
mourned by the entire music fraternity." 

Thus the best-known— and, perhaps, im- 
mortal — Rhapsody in Blue will reach a new 
plane of (achievement when it is interpreted by 
Toseanlni. The maestro met Gershwin exactly 
ten years ago in a New York chop house. 
Later, Gershwin sat at a piano and played for 
the maestro for five eOMeeutlve^£om.'' Ttos- 
canlnl was spellbound by the man known to 
the world as a "Jazz composer." 

The many triumphant renditions of the 
Rhapsody by noted orchestras and pianists are 
already legend but the success 'story will 
reach a new climax on Sunday, November 1, 
when the 100 members of the NBC Symphony 
—with Earl Wild, pianist, at the keyboard of 
the concert grand— will play the work under 
the great conductor. 

An amazing fact about Rhapsody in Blue is 
that it was turned out by the composer In ten 
days, according to Harms, Inc., his publishers. 
Paul Whiteman, planning an Aeolian Hall con- 
cert asked Gershwin to "do something really 
serious in the way of Jazz." The writer of 
"Swanee" and numerous other popular ^uncs 
that swept the country turned out the now 
famous work which, orchestrated by Ferde 
Grofe soon swept this land— and many foreign 
lands. On sheet music, records, radio programs 
and concert schedules, the work grew and grew 
in importance. 

The November 1 Toseanlni rendition will ba 
the occasion for added tributes to the memory 
of the noted pianist-composer by jazz conduc- 
tors throughout the United States. Listening 
parties are planned by NBC in Chicago, Holly- 
wood, San Francisco, Washington and Denver, 
where outstanding dance band conductors will 
gather to pay homage to George Gershwin. In 
New York, a long list^of nurquee^allber bands- 
men will be in aitièndrace^àt' ttie Radio City 
performance. 

Gershwin was only 28 when he wrote the 
Rhapsody in 1024. His sudden death 'in 1937 
cut short one of the most brilliant musical 
careers of the generation. 

His publishers recall; that when he was 
writing the piece his father thrust his head into 
the room and said "Make It good, George. It 
might be important!" George admitted to 
friends later that he had no particular plan in 
mind. But he did have a purpose— to show that 
jazz was not limited to strict time, or had to 
cling to dance irhythnu.^^^) .

The length of the 
answer Justified the size of the 
book. "A movement, usually In- 
voluntary, of the muscles of the 
face, particularly of the lips, usual- 
ly accompanied with a peculiar ex- 
pression of tho eyes, indicating 
merriment, satisfaction or derision, 
and attended by an interrupted ex- 
pulsion of air from the lungs; also 
an expression of tho eyes or coun- 
tenance indicative of merriment or 
keen amusement" I also discovered 
interesting facts concerning the 
derivation of the word.

Surely this lengthy deAnitton 
contains .oU^weirequlrs von laugh- 
ter. But*!ns£»d It igivès no clear 
conception at aU. It does not tell 
the kinds of laughter— the meaning 
of laughter— the results of laughter. 
It could not, for laughter is an emo- 
tldnal expression, and may be as 
varied as the emotions themselves. 
It is sometimes light and fluttering 
like a fairy dancing on the petal of 
a rose; sometimes cruel and cutting 
as the sting of a lash. It may be as 
deep and tender as . love, or as 
mocking as death. Laughter can 
make us feel as though we owned 
the world; it can make us wish wc 
could crawl into 'a hole and bury 
ourselves. . 

Why do we laugh? A professor 
attempted to explain the motive of 
laughter by saying that when a 
person is skating and falls down, 
others laugh because they are glad 
he did not hurt himself. "At least," 
he added, "I hope that Is the rea- 
son." We laugh because we are 
happy, because someone has told a 
good Joke, or Just from the sheer 
Joy of living. 

Unfortunately there is another 
use of laughter. Many valuable 
things may become harmful if they 
are abused. Laughter is no excep- 
tion. Cruel, careless, mocking 
laughter can cause a person much 
more suffering than actual physical 
pain. 

Man is the only creature endow- 
ed with laughter. If he could only 
be made to realize the value of this 
gift— for it Is powerful, and its good 
effects far outweigh any other. 
Laughter is one . of the foundations 
upon which, friendship rests. Per- 
sons who cannot laugh together are 
not really friends. They must be 
able to share laughter— deep de- 
lighted laughter which needs no 
explanation. 

Have you ever watched children 
playing? Then you must have 
noticed how quickly and spon- 
taneously they laugh. Not because 
something humorous has happened, 
but just because they are happy 
and bubbling over with good spirits.

Every 
morning German firing squads re- 
vise it upward. It is as though the 
conquerors, balked everywhere by 
growing resistance, were ' deter- 
mined to leave in the graves of 
these martyrs at least one monu- 
ment to the New Order in Europe 
This Is a new frighttulness, cal- 
culated and cold. There hos never 
been anything like it in history. 
The past yields enough evidence 
of human baseness. All through re- 
corded time there have been mas- 
sacres, but some of them were com- 
mitted in hot blood and others 
were the work of barbarians who 
bad no tradition of civilization be 
hind them. These Nazi massacres 
are different .They are carried out 
in passionless discipline. Hiey never 
cease. They follow the clock. For 
the first time in history a nation 
has adopted continuous massacre as 
a settled state policy. For the firat 
time one nation Is attempting de- 
liberately to decimate the popula- 
tion of a continent With every 
new grave they open, the Nazis are 
digging such a pit for themselves 
as was never dug on this earth be- 
fore.— New York Times Editorial

We, the students of Education 
have concluded the first month of 
the 1042-43 season and it is already 
obvious that we are very much mis- 
understood by the other faculties of 
the University. 

Seeing a student from Education 
meet another student on the camp- 
us you would probably hear a con- 
versation running something like 
this: . 
"What are you Uklng. BUI?" 

"Sure, but -what, faculty are you 

In?" 

Or you might hear: 
"What are you doing this year?" 
'Taking Education." 
"Oh-h-hl" . 

You see what I mean. Either the 
faculty has never been heard ot or 
else it is looked upon as a thing 
to be kept as far away from as pos- 
sible. The question which arises, 
ot course, is why should such a sit- 
uation exist In a society as 'en- 
lightened as that of the University 
of Manitoba, 

The answer to the problem of the 
existence of the faculty being un- 
known to students is relatively sim- 
ple. It is. In part at least due to 
the fact that Education %s a faculty 
of the University.

There would be na 
foundation upon which to erect that 
larger structure of' a University, 
education.
